Northern Ireland was brought 
under the direct rule of Britain in 
1972, when the government abol- 
ished. the parHaa^t that Protes- 
tants bad used to dominate 
British provinoe since 1921. Prolesr 
tants outnumber Cadiolics in die 
province by almost 2 to 1. 

The wganization created in 1982 
nns do(X^ almost from the outs^ 
berause the parties representing 
Northern IrdW’s Ca±oHcs' re- 
fused to at on it 
The assembly evolved into tittle 
more than a dating society. Laist 
year, it became even more one-sid- 
cd when Protestant politicians 
abandoned normal det^cm-mak- 
ing and used the assemt^ as a 
fonun to denounce a firiti^-Irish 
agreement giving Dublin a say in 
the provmc^s affairs.

CAPE TOWN — Hundreds of 
black “vigi]antes.“ apparently sup- 
ported the pdioe and army, 
overran a tangled squatter camp 
Dear here Tuesday in a second 
straight day of fighthig against ri- 
val aoti-apariheid militants. 

The battles were among the most 
sustained in a month of tension and 
bloodshed near the Crossroads 
squatter camp that has left almost 
50 people and as many as 
77.000 homeless. The Associated 
Press reported Uiat the police pul 
the death toll at seven. The police 
rqx)rted Monday that nine persons 
were killed, but other accounu put 
the urfl much higher. 

Thousands of squatters, whose 
homes survived the fighting Mon- 
day, fled during the clashes Tues- 
day. 

At least three journalists were 
irQured. One of th^ a South Afri- 
can came raman, Geoige De’ath. 
was said to be in serious eondiiioD 
after a group of vigQantes attacked 
him witii marrfietes. A French pho 
tograpber, Patridc Durad, was 
shot in the arm 1^ tmidentified 
assailants, and a South African re- 
porter travding in a police armored 
truck was woi^ed Mien it came 
under fire. 

In other violence across Uie di- 
vided land, a white schoolboy and 
two black farm workers were in- 
jured in sqiarate land-mine explo- 
simis near Volksrnst in the eastern 
Transvaal 

In the blade township of .Alexan- 
dra, near Jcrfiannesbu^ residents 
rqMTtdd fierce clashes Tuesi^y be- 
tween rival black groups after a 
militant black leader, Mahlomda 
Mabizda, was shot to death Mon- 
day nighL 

In Crossroads, witnesses said the 
vigilantes, wearing while armbands 
for recognition and armed with pis- 


tols, dubs and axes, fought for 
more than three hours agmnst hun- 
dreds of more radical blacks — 
who cafl themselves “comrades’* — 
at the KTC squatier area of Cross- 
roads. Tbe camp takes its name 
from a store in the area. 

Both ades used firBaims, often at 
dose range. Use of fflns has been 
minMiai io the Strife that has 

elflimed more than 1,600 lives in 
South Africa over the past 20 
months. 

The battle was turned, witnesses 
said, when armored police vehicles, 
firing tear gas, advanced into KTC, 
sendi^ the comrades fleeing and 
permitting the vigilantes to overrun 
the area and set ali^t hundreds of 
diacks made of zinc and plastic 
sheeting. 

At one point, reponers saw hun- 
dreds of comrades fleeing into the 


Streets of the nearby black town- 
ship of Nyanga. pursued by police- 
men firing tear gas. 

Hie fitting extended the area 
under control of the vi^lantes from 
the center of the oii^al Cro^ 
roads squatter camp, founded in 
1975. to outlying areas of the newer 
KTC camp, effectively denying the 
comrades a base in the kjuatter 
camps. 

The distinction between the two 
moups is clouded by rivalries over 
land, but the comrades assert that 
th^ are anti-apartheid campaign- 
's while the vigilantes, known as 
Witdoeke. meaning “while cloth'* 
in Afrikaans, seem to be suppioned 
by the governmenu 

The comrades accuse the au- 
thorities of using the vigilantes as 
surrogates whose job U to achieve

ROME — The Arab terrorist 
group that hijacked the Italian 
cruise liner Achille Lauro last year 
was sdected and directed by the 
Palestinian leader Mirfiammed Ab- 
bas and trained in one (rf his camps 
in Alg^ before being sent to Ituy 
from Tunisia to seize the v’essel 
according to a report prepared by 
Italian prosecutors. 

The llS-p^ report is 10 form 
the basis of government's case 
against three men who are beiag 
held for the hijadting and a fourth 
iTtan who is to be tried for supply- 
ing weapons. Qeven other Arabs 
alro are accused of invfrfvemeut in 
the case. 

The F^rt is Italy’s most author- 
itative account to &te of the inves- 
tigation into the hijacking. It was 
made availaUe Monday to The 
Washington PosL A fou^ alleged 
hijacker, who was 17 ai the time of 
the crime, has been turned <wer to 
juvenile court for a separate trial 

The trial on char^ including 
the hijacking and the murder of 
Zxon Klinghofier, an .American 
passenger, is to open June 18 in 
Genoa, with many of the defen- 
dants being tried in absentia, 
among then Mr. Abbas.

Addmg 10 the problem are depressed 
prices for $cnq> environmental re- 
strictions in many commnniiies that have 
made recycling of some parts tmproBtahle 
and dim^ in the design of automobiles 
that have made them longei^lasting but 
harder for amateurs to fix. 

A deode ago, wfaeu Tony Marine en- 
tered the automolrile salvage buriness — 
‘‘We don’t IDce to use the word Ifunk,* ” be 
said — it was a profit-lined world of 
boundless opportuoi^. Now, he said, busi- 
ness is so bw that ’‘there’s just no (^porto- 
nity left,” and be is thinking of selling out.

Aosuia’s choice in its presidendal ele&- 
don can only diminigli its international rqh 
utadon. Hie outcome is, in a sens^ under- 
standable.

Most of the revdatioDS of his service in the 
Goman army daring World War n came 
firom the Western side of the Atlantic and 
the Worid Jewish Congress. In Austria’s 
defense it can be argued that the vote was 
not quite an endofsemoit of Mr. Waldheim 
and the moral qudides that he represents, 
but rather an eapresaon of resentment of 
foidgn criddsm. I^y voters ^ipaientjy 
took the affair to be an attack on Austria 
and its historical record. National pride, of 
a certain sort,'bdped deet Mr. WaldbeioL 

But there is another kind of pride that 
would have inasted on hamg the truth out 
and confronting it dhectly. The original 
crucial disdosnre that Mr. Waldhdm had 
served in the Balkans was published by an 
Austrian magarine. It should not have been 
left to a Jewirii organization in New York to 
pursue the implications. The Wwld Jewish 
Congress certainly had a l^tinoate mterest 
in uncovering the facts of the case — but 
not as urgent an interest, you mi^t thinic, 
as Austrian dtizens and vouas. 

The election retoms say that a mqori^ 
of Austrians do not want to hear about the 
past and do not care to go mto die dark 
questicms oi responsibOity for the terrible 
events of the war years.

Austria would be well advised to Iteep" 
Mr. Waldheim at borne. The duties of sn 
Austrian president are largely ceremonial, 
and there is nothing foe him to do abroad 
but undenake occaaooal trips to generate 
good for his ooontty. l^t -crauld be 
difficult for Mr. Waldh^ to acoooqilish. 
Austria has many good friends in Unit- 

ed States, but President Waldhdm wiD 
main an unwdoome symbol of Austria’s 
least attractive ride: a refusal to look back 
into the recent past, out of fear of the truths 
that may be found there.

At no point in his charmed career has Mr. 
Waldb^ attained those moral bd^ts. 
For all his he remains udiat he

Tliat should not affect bis to viat 

the United Stales, whose doors ought to 
reman open to all political figores. But it 
will certa^y affect Us welcome.

There were at least three meetings 
between General Odom and one or 
moe Post editors; at least four meetings 
with Mr. Chsey; one with Mr. Poindex- 
ter. One with the director of tbe FBI, 
^K^niam Wtoster. (One afternoon Mr. 
Webster and Mr. Casey asked to see me 
urgently, and walked through the dty 
room into my t^fice surromded tty 
bodyguards, more than 150 re- 
porters and editors watched in astonish- 
meoL The sidyect was national security, 
but the area was Central America.) 

At each of these meetings, different 
versions of the PeltOD story were dis- 
cussed with the govenmiat officials. In 
some cases different versons ot- a writ- 
ten story were shown to them, some- 
thing thu new^per lardy does in ad- 
vance of publication.

Helms, was present to ^ve us the per- 
spective of an old intelligence hand.

On May 1, 1986, over breakfast Gen- 
oal Odom was shown tbe penultimate 
version of the story. For the first time, he 
mentioned that he and others were los- 
ing at the possibility of using 18 U.S. 
C^e 798 to prosecute anyoire who pub- 
lished the Fdton story. Tins law pro- 
vides for a maximum punishment of 10 
years in jail and a $10,000 fine for any- 
oie who “publishes . . . any clasrifira 
mformaliaa . . . concerning ... the use 
... of aity detnee ... for communication 
inteUigence purposes . . Washington 
Post lawyers said that while the govern- 
ment wc^d surdy ai^e that the stay 
was a technical violation of that statute, 
the fact that tbe Russians knew the spe- 


cific classified infomiation made the 
government’s argument more tenuous. 

On Friday, May 2. Mr. Casey, the 
CIA directa, calM me from taas car 
tdephone, saying tlmt he had heard we 
were going to run the story the next 
Sunday arid that be wanted to talk.

He then said he did not mean to 
threaten anyone, but that he would have 
to confer recommending prosecution 
of the new^aper if we published the 
story. “Wdve already got five absolutdy 
cold'vidatiotts’' of IS U.S.C. 798 against 
Tbe WashingtM Post and four other 
news organizations. Mr. Casty said. 

Nine days later, Mr. Reagan, 
back from the summit meeting in To- 
kyo. caDed Katharine Graham, chair- 
man of the board of The Washington 
Post Conqiany, to ingress upon her bis 
views that publicatitm of the story 
would endan^ natiood security. 

That was toe last red li^t. The Post 
withheld the stoty oie more time, and 
started working immediatdy on a ver- 
aon of the story that removed all the 
“wiring diagram" details of the intelli- 
gence system, all the details that mi^i 
te piolulMted by toe statute. 

As a courtesy to toe president, in li^t 
his csJl to Mrs. Gntoam, tiie While 
House press secretary. Larry Speakes. 
was infr^med on Tuesday night. May 
27, that The Post was gewg to run its 
story without tbe wiring dia^um details 
the nea day, unread by any government 
offidaL It appeared under toe byfines of 
Bob Woodw^ and Patrick Tyler. 

Mr. Casey resmraded that day that 
the QA was studying the story to see if 


it should be referred to the Justice De- 
partment fa prosecution. And there the 
matter lay until a few days later trfiea, 
during the Pelton trial C^sey and 
Gene^ Odom issued a jewt statement 
warning the press against speculating 
about the Pdton evidence, and implidt- 
ly threatening prosecution if they did. 

Warnings a^inst speculation are the 
fabric of life of an editor of Pravda. 
Tbty are anathema in a free society, and 
thty were greeted as such by tire U.S.

Mr. Pdton was convicted last Thurs- 
day, after seven days of testimony in a 
Bmtimore courtroom, nirere tire govern- 
ment laid out more information in a 
public forum about its most secret intel- 
figenee gathering ctmabilities than at 
any time since world War II. (Some of 
toe testimony produced information 
that was not in the ori^nal Post article.) 

What is at issue bm is the role of a 
newspaper in a free sodety. Govern- 
ment omcials prefer a press that makes 
their job easier, a press t hat allows them 
to proceed with minimum public ac- 
countability, a press that accepts thdr 
veraon of events with mmimum ques- 
tioning, a press (hat can be led to tbe 
greenest pastures of history by persua- 
sion and manipulation. 

In moments of stress between govern- 
nrent and the press (and these moments 
have come and gouein the Umted States 
since Thomas Jefferson), tire govern- 
ment looks for ways to control the press, 
to eliminate or to rmnimire the press as 
an obstade in tbe implemeDiation of 
policy, at the solution of problems. 

In these moments, especially, the 
most continue its mission of pub- 
infonnation that it, and it alone, 
determines to be in the public interest, in 
a useful timely and respondble manner 
that serves sodety. not government 
The Washingipn Post.

C AIRO — Egypt's for^ debt bur- 
den, now at an all-time has 
been made hearier by the sudden 
fall in die country’s foreign ex- 
diange resources. 

The dqwiy prime minister and miiiister of 
p lanning , Kamai al-Ganzouri, recently an- 
nounced that Egypt’s debt by the end 
of last Sqitember had reached $25 biDion. Hus 
was the highest figure an ^yptian official has 
dted publicly. The announcement, made in a 
parliamentary atatam^n that coincided with a 
wide-ranging poblic ddiaie, pan of the 
new govenunent’s policy of raising public cra- 
OTmienagy about eranofflic conditions. 

^ypi’s foreign borrowing multiplied 13 
rimes in the to 19S1, to $18.6 billiofl. 
During that period, it benefited from an in- 
crearing inflow oS foragn exchange fueled by 
receipts fit»n the Suez Quial. tounsm. es^tn- 
ate workers' remittances and two successive o3 
booms. 

The increases slowed five yeais ago and have 
b^ nn to levd off. At the same tim^ ^ypt has 
been drawing on foreign financing to fud 
growth. 

Growth over that period coindded with the 
country’s fip<wimg up to the outside world, and 
Pgy p rian^ appetite for coosunmtion was fed 
by wc influx ai inqiorted goods, which were 
mteeing in tfac 1960s sod esriy 1970s.

vere that senior ^ypiian officials were worry- 
ing about a "catastrophic’’ situadon. 

In February I9SS, Ossama d-Baz, a presi- 
dential adviser, acknowledged ^at the 
amo unt of water stored behi^ the Aswan 
Dam "is barely sufficient to cany us for one 
more year.” 

The African drought was alleviated by rain- 
fall but Egypt's ditenma over efnewot man- 
agement of its water resources is just ban- 
ning. For the Nile cannot support teth 
Egypt's buigeoDing population, whic^ is ea- 
pKted to increase from 50 million today to TO 
million by the year 2000, and the mne other 
African nations that also look to the Nile's 
vrater for survii^ 

Maurice Strong undersecretary of the 
United Nadons and execudve coordinator of 
the Office for Emergent^ Operadoos in Afri- 
ca, insists that poverty and uoderdevdt^ment 
are the ba^c causes of famine, whfle drot^t 
is simply one of its costs. 

"Put another way.” be said, "development 
is clearly the best form of preparedness . . . 
deficiencies in the development process are 
responsible for most of the human tragedy to 
which drought gave rise.” 

U.S. government officials have only recent- 
ly recopuzed the magmtude of Egyptfs water 
problems and the implications for U.S. policy. 

‘Hlie government of E^t nee^ to malre 
imporunt farther steps u conservation, in 
financial viability, and in operations and 
maintenance of tbdr sewer and water sys- 
tems,” said M. Peter McPheis^ admiiustm- 
tor of the Agency for International Devekip- 
menu mond^e as this issue might seem, 
we are qwnding a lot of time on it.” 

W 'ater resi^ves in Lake Nasser, 
which was created by the Aswan 
Dam, spared E^t the losses suf- 
fered by Sudan or Ethiopia. But 
the dam, by itself, cannot provide k^-tenn 
protection in the absence of a national water 
management program. Accordmg to Mr. ti- 
Baz, £e inner drdes of the Egyptian govern- 
ment DOW look upon water man^ement strat- 
egies as central to the country’s future. 

Mr. Mubarak’s discussions with Mr. Rea- 
gan. Secretary of State George P. Sbultz and 
Mr. McPherson resulted in an agreement for 
the United States to provide S1.2 bilUon for 


sewer and water woilcs in Cairo, Alexandria 
and a number of smaller communities. In 
return. Egypt ag*-**^ to undertake certain wa- 
ter conservation reforms, induding a tariff 
program on water usage. 

Domestic water use is free or heavily subsi- 
dized in most areas. Water for agri^tuial 
purposes Is also free, with most farmers rety- 
ing on ^ypt’s ancient "flood” irrigation 
methods. Any ^yptian, wealthy fanner or 
peasant, can draw as much water as be pleases 
firom a national canal system bdow ground 
level as long as he can pay the meager price of 
a ponq> to bring the water up. "Even my 
garden is flood-irrigated,” a IJ.S. offidal com- 
mented. 

A few seoiM Egyptian officials have been 
ui^ging revolutionary measures to deal with 
the problem, but most fear the internal politi- 
cal risks in trying to force changes in attitudes 
that have bcea ^aped over miiienia, 

Meanwtule, the population clock tides on. 
"^ypt has two didces,” said a U.S. official 
"eithtf produce more food or export babies.” 

The minister of state for forei^ affdxs, 
Butros Butros GhaU, talks openly about emi- 
gration as "the only bc^ for Only 4 

percent of Egjmf s land is arable, SO |>ercent of 
the country’s rood requirements are imported 
and approximately S4 million a day is spent 
by the govemment on food subsidies. 

Moreover, Egypt’s water difficulties cannot 
be address^ in isolation from crmfUcting 
dahns its ndghbofs. Almost 85 percent m 
the waters of the Nfle oo^nate in Ethiopia.

Sudan presents another trouble spoL WOTk 
on the Jonglei canal in southern Sudan, in- 
tended to increase the water suppfy for both 
countries, was halted in 1985, vbei the chief 
en^eer was bdnapp^ by southern Suda- 
nese insuigeats, said that Egypt planned 
to steal Sudan's water. 

Under a 1959 agreenrat vrith ^ypL Sudan 
can withdraw 18.S billion cubic meters (652 
bflhon cntric feet) of water from the Nile 
annually, wUle l^ypt is allowed to \ritbdiaw 
5SJ billion cubic meters.

As Sudan’s tedmological capability im- 
proves, however, the Sudanese wQl be de- 


manding their full allotment, whi ch will 
less water for Egypt in the years ahead. 

Libya’s plans for a $25-Mnibn man-made 
river to dram Wats' beneadi the Sahara Desert 
is no less alarming to Egypt. Its e:q>erts inast 
that ibeprtgect lead to falling grm^wa- 

ter levels in Egypt. The next war in onr 
r^ioa win be over water, not potitics,” 
warned Mr. Butros GhalL 

While war over water may seem a far- 
fetched idea today, U.S. offid^ are increas-. 
in^y concerned about ^ypt’s ability to cope 
with its fnobleis. The Egyptian Nile has su^ 
tained the cridest, most continuous socieQr on 
Earth. But h now rmreseots, pei1i^)S, the 
greatest development Aallengn ever faced 
that society.

At the same time^ 
the postwar *baby bocmiers’ are batting the nuddle-management 
ranks.** 

Mr. Hunt pm^ out that since 1978, there have been four 
miniott blueni^ar and manageriri l^offs in Britain. 

“Ihere is a narrowing pytam^ at the top,** said James A.

A Spotlight on the Bank of Japan 

Its Role in Nation’s Policy-Making Poses a Dilemma

TOKYO — The Bank of Japan is oonn^ not a 
sutgea triceu up by the Japanese taiblads. But 
some weeks ago, a magazme known fa its tantaliz- 
ing photos of starlets published a two-page SEuead 
on a h^b-ranldng bank official, compl^ vith a 
fuzzy picture of the-offidal walking his dog. 

*The schemer of the hi^ yen,** read the faeadltne 
— an indkadoi of tbe increasing attentioi paid to 
the nation's central bank after its efforts helped to 
imse the yen's value against the dollar. 

• While the bank has been accorded respect by 
officials overseas fa intervention efforts that 
brought tbe dollar lower against the yen than 
against any other forrign currency, in Japan, it has 
bra the olgect of political heat geoeraied by the 
adverse effects of the suong yen: more ciqT^ve 
exports and lower corpor^ profits.

Japan's central bank is one of the key players in 
a continuing debate about what tbe government 
should do to stimulate an economy slowed by the 
strong yen. Because Japan's Finance Ministry has 
adhera to its policy of fiscal austerity, tbe Bank of 
Japan has used monetary tods, loweriim its basic 
interest rate to qreed eccmomic growth, m the past 
five months, tile bank has reduced its discoant rate 
three times, to a postwar low of 33 percent. Mr.

D ONT be oiisled by the brassy tide with 
which this book hu beea 
‘The Sdliiig of the Rwal Famify” is to some 
exteoi an inquiiy into how television and pu^

It is a comprehensive; infonnative and thor- 
oughly entertaining faisi^ of the royal family 
Erc^ Queen Mary to Princess Diana, one that 
draws together tnateiial from a wide varieQr ^ 
published sources and many new ones as well; 
li offers a penetrating analysis of how the 
house of Mountbatten-WindsOT has accommo- 
dated it$df to SOth-ceniuiy' realities, and in the 

hflrpain h contains an am ple amnunl of di^ 
cre^ly presented gossip. 

Jomt Pmson’s attitude toward his subjects 
is sympathetic yet detached. 'The principal 
theme of *The Selling of the Royal Hunily” is 
the nioDardQr*s traasfontnation since the days 
of George V and Queen Mary from a remote; 
exalted msutution into one with a distinctly 
human dimension. 

Before tdevision, the rc^al family was dis- 
tant and determined to stay that way; it perpet- 
uated “the sanctity and mystery of the royal 
family that obsessed Queen Mary all her [ife.” 
But televiacm has enabled the royal family to 
maintain its dti^anf^ in actuality v^e creating 
a powerful illusion of intimaQ'. On the one 
hand, tdevisioa has allowed monarchy to 
dasle the multitudes through its coverage oi 
such F(^ qiectaailais as coronations, wed- 
dings and investitures; on the other, it has 
presented documentaries and interviews in 
which the royal family is permitted to appear 
as just plain fdks.

Varda had enviaoned a fun 

about a wanderer, but she did not 

know at first if the protagonist 
would be mde or female. “I was 
looldiig for the people he or she 
would meet, bezag a hobo,” she

acter do? Who would ^ve the 
work? 1 went to night 
shelters — alone, so they’d trust 
me. Ihen Ileam^ how (urty they 
were, so the fUduness became a 
second subject: it’s not only that 
th^ don’t have water, but that it’s 
a second way of being subveiave, 
separating themsdves from othr 
era. Just to speak to them, you 
have to cross diat ^acn.” 

The primary subject was ‘The 
phenomenon of thc^ who cUe ctf 
the cold, outside and alooe;” 
Varda said. “I find it distuiUng 
thm in an age of technical ^rt^ 
grass and sophisticated heating, 
there are still people who ate so 
cold that it IdDs than. Those who 
die from the cold have no home, 
and usually no famfiy: they die 
alone. It's a tecciUe dtt t h.” 

Although this description 
might inspire pi^, “Sans Toit ni 
Lor is far from a sentimental 
portrait of a victim. Varda refused 
to lace her film with psychological 
explanations or even mentioo of 
Mona’s pasL “1 wanted to deal 
with the subject as the sulqect is,” 
she said. *You bump into her. 
know notiifflg about hex, and aU 
you can catch is what she is now. 
Asa writer I chose to forget about 
the writer’s position and adenowl- 
edge that 1 dim't understand her 
to^y. I invented a diaiacter 
dudes me.” 

Neverthdess, Mona's personal- 
ia was stuped by a real teen-ager 
the director enootuitered on the 
road. “She was more interesting 

than the fwm 1 harf met,” 
Varda. “A woman on the road is 
also sacual prey. She’s not under- 
stood. People wonder if she's on 
the read she hasn’t found 

a man — not Only homdess and 
foodless, but manless.” 

Tlie drifter she encountered 


ctmiributed a great deal to the 
film’s autiientidty. She stav-ro 
with the director and the crew for 
about six wedts. and was paid to 
show Bonnaire how to behave, 
including making a fire and set- 
ting up a tent- She evm phtysj* 
ymaii paR Ui “Sons ToU lu Loi ;

peared again." 

It was after this encounter that 
the filmmaker was able co per^ 
ceive her themes: “1 already bad 
the winta, filth, a wanderer, and 
dving from the cold, ft became 
more precisely a young woman, 
one who doesn't want to rdate, be 
helped or say thank you. Sbe has 
nothing lo do with mppie flower 
children; she's part of a new bre^ 
of homeless young women. This is 
someone fed up with everything 
who says, ’Leave me alone.’ and is 
finally left alone. Her refusal
